WASHINGTON TELLS TURKEY 
DOES NOT RECOGNIZE RIGHT 
TO ABROGATE CAPITULATIONS 


ee 


Washington, Sept. 17—The Wash- 
Ington government today awaited the 


reply of the Turkish government to Its 
protest at the abrogation of the capitu- 


lations by the Porte. 

Ambassador Morgenthau at Con- 
stantinople had been instructed by Sec- 
retary Iiryan to inform the Turkish go- 
vernment that the United States docs 
not acquiesce in.the reported intention 
of Turkey to deprive prisoners of their 
extra territorial rights, 

“Furthermore,” says Secretary Pry- 
an in a paraphrased statement of the 
cablegram to Mr. Morgenthau, “the 
government does not recognize that the 
ttoman government has a right to ab- 
rogate the capitulations, or that its ac- 
tlon to this end, being unilateral, can 
have any effect upon the rights and 
privileges enjoyed under the capitulat- 
ory conventions, 

The ambassador was instructed to 
advise the Porte that the Washington 
government would reserve for tlie pre- 
sent discussion of the grounds upon 
which it based its refusal to acquiesce 
in the action of Turkey and also re- 
served the right to tnake further rep- 
resentations in the matter later, 

It's the desire not to become entangl- 
ed in the web of European diplomacy 
upon Which the possibility of war be- 
tween Turkey and other uropean na- 
tions depends, is believed to be the rea- 
son for the delay in taking up the 
matter, 

Right Not Recognized, 

“Fearing that it might be ‘misunder- 
stood, the Washington government will 
postpone further discussion of the sub- 
geod until the war is ended,”

The American government,’ as 
well as the powers have successfully 
thwarted previous attempts by Turkey 
to free herself from what she regard- 
ed as a restriction of her sovereignty, 
Turkey has contended through her am- 
bassador here that the Ualted States 
enjoyed these privileges only through

ers Were abrogatéd the United States 
was merely deprived of an incidental 
privilege, In this view, the Washing- 
ton government does not conectr for 1t 
claims the treaty of 1580 between the 
United States and Turkey specifically 
granted these rights to the United 
States, 


RIISSIANS. MAKING 
THEIR PRISONERS 
WORK FOR SUPPORT

Thousands Laboring on Rail- 
ways and Man Helping in 
Harvest Fields, 


Petrograd, (via London), Sept. 17 = 
The Bourse Gazette states that up toa 


few days ago, the Russians held 200.000 
prisoners, who are being; rapidly dis- 
tributed to many distant districts, 
Mort of them are being given labor of 
one kind or another, thousands being 
used on the railways and others help- 
ing with the harvest and plowing, while 
still others are lumbering and road- 
making, Many of them have been sent 
to Turkestan for work on the drainage 
system, Efforts are being made su 
that this influx of labor will not inter- 
fere with regular wage carners, The 
minister of agriculture has issued the 
following statement regarding the 
prisoners; 

“The prisoners must work to insure 
their existence, We shall pay for the 
work done, but our position is not that 
of ordinary employers. Our prisoners 
must work, in return for which we sh ull 
support and feed them.” 

Colonel Shumsky, the military critio 
of the Bourse Gazette, says: 

“The daily carrying capacity of two 
railways from Jaroslaw and Przemys! 
to Cracow is equivalent to one division 
of the Austrians. Therefore, it will re- 
quire 17 days to convey the second and 
fourth armies of Praemysl to Cracow, 
while the retreat by road will require 
three weeks. 

“It is believed that the Austrian and 
German staffs are undertaking @ new 
concentration, probably in Cracow, of 
between 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 men. 

“The enormous Austrian losses ‘re 
due to the putting of raw Landstruia 
troops into the firing line.”

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THE COST OF WAR IN 
LIVES AND MONEY 
Some idea of what war and the preparation for war has cost 
the nations of Europe may be gathered from the size of the national 
debts, France leads with $6,300,000,000, Russia is a good second 
with $4,500,000,000, Austria-Hungary groans under a burder of 
$3,615,000,000, Great Britain carries with greater ease than any of 
the other nations involved a burden of $3,400,000,000, Italy has ac- 
cumulated a debt of $2,615,000,000, decadent Spain pays interest on 


$1,990,000,000 and Japan, the newcomer among the warlike nations, 


has already pledged the national credit to the extent of $1,325,000,- 
000. The aggregate debts of the nations of the world which stood in 
4800 at the modest total of $2,500,000,060 had grown in 1912 to 
$42,000,000,000, 

That this stupendous total represents almost exclusively capital- 
ized waste may be gathered from the fact that United States, which, 
although it suffered a serious war in the nineteenth century, has at least 
been able to save itself the cost of armament upon a scale similar to 
that of Europe, carries a debt of only $915,353,000, 

Some idea of the extent to which this waste of war is capitalized 
and handed down as a burden to future generations may be gathered 
from the fact that the British and nearly all the European nations are 
still carrying debts arising out of the Napoleonic wars, and that the 
indemnity which France was compelled to pay at the termination of 
the Franco-Prussian war in '71 was finally liquidated by the thrifty 
French less than two years ago. . 

Alongside the cost in money, the cost of wars in men is even 
more appalling still, The twenty years of Napoleonic wars are 
estimated to have cost 6,000,000 killed and the civil war in United 
States, a minor affair compared to that now in process in Europe, 
cost no less than 800,000 lives. The nineteenth century is generally 
regarded as having been a comparatively peaceful cycle, but the 
estimated total killed in war during that hundred years is set by esti- 
mators at no less than twenty million. 

What the national debts will aggregate when the present war is 
over, and what the cost of life will be is as yet problematical, but 
considering the scope upon which operations are being carried on 
and the deadliness of the conflicts, it seems conservative to presume 
that the total cost in money will be greater than that of the entire 
eighteenth century, while the cost in lives will undoubtedly be the 
greatest incurred in any war,

A SYSTEM WHICH REQUIRES 
SOME OVERHAULING 

“Canadian banks have millions in call loans in New York upon 
which they cannot realize,’ says a financial item dealing with the 
situation in Canada, 

These call loans in New York have always constituted a very 
large part of what has been represented as the liquid assets of Cana- 
dian banks, upon which they were supposed to be able to realize ata 
moment's notice. The argument in favor of them was that they were 
ihe sort gf loans which placed the bank under no moral obligation. 
Different from the regular line of credit extended to the business man 
or merchant, the sudden suspension of which would place his solvency 
in jeopardy, the New York loans were on stocks and bonds which were 
supposed to be immediately transmutable into money and which the 
banks were presumed to be perfectly justified in recalling whenever 
the cash was required in Canada. But on the outbreak of the war, in 
fact before the war was declared, the stock exchange closed and the 
market for stocks and bonds ceased to exist. Recovery of the call 
loans in the regular way became impossible. 

Now Canadians who, having seen their money for years dished 
out to the New York gamblers and having been soothed with the 
assurance that it was good banking, are experiencing the delectation 
of discovering that when it comes to the actual test this good banking 
which was supposed to protect Canadian stability in a pinch does 
nothing but tie Canadian money up in a foreign city. 

Quite evidently the banking system of Canada needs a little 
overhauling.

Russians in Canada have been notified by their consuls that if 
they would serve their country they could do so best by joining Cana- 
dian regiments as these are enrolled. Belgian reservists in this country 
have received the same intimation and Belgians in Belgium have been 
told to join the Russian army where the same is more convenient to 
their own, Sihks from India march alongside Fins from Archangel 
and Turcos from Algeria co-operate with the Shanghai troops. Japs 
attack the German fortresses in China and Boers battle with the 
German forces in South Africa. New Zealand battleships stand in 
line off Williamshaven and Australian dreadnoughts reduce German 
Samoa to submission. The war is assuming an internationalism which 
encircles the globe and brings into the conflict men of every race, 
religion, color and degree of civilization. 

Which augurs well, It makes it patent to all the world that war 
Is no longer a local issue, but is so far-reaching in its consequences 
that, whether at peace or at war, none can escape therefrom. 
of this must come the universal conception that it is the duty of 
nations to combine to crush brigandage and vandalism in whatever 
latitude and at whatever time it appears. Once this conception of a 
nation’s duty toward the world takes general hold the international 
policing of war-provoking nations will be not far off and the pirates 


who guide them into war will dance on air at the business end of a; 


lariat.

THIRTY OWL WELLS 
ARE “SPUDDED IN” 
SOUTHERN ALBERTA 


Reported California Drilling 
Concern Has Taken Eleven 
Contracts on Royalty 


While scarcely any thought is being 
given these days to the prospects and 
drilling for oll in Alberta, because of 
the fact that war news overshadows 
all else, 1t may be well to note that 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in- 
vested is belng used In ways and 
means legitimate, that the prospects 
for a genuine oll strike are daily grow- 
ing brighter and that approximately 80 
wells, situated in various parts of the 
province, have now been “spudded in,” 
and the next few weeks will probably 
see a half dozen new companies com- 
mence drilling operations. A Callfor- 
nia well-drilling company has, accord- 
ing to reliable reports, signed contracts 
for the drilling of at least 11 wells on 
a royalty basis. This company agrees 
to sink a well 3,900 feet if necessary, 
free of cost to the leaseholders, and in 
return for the leases the holder ts to 
get one-elghth to one-tenth of the oll. 

Statistics compiled by Mark 
Drumm, a well known California oil 
expert, show that the following com- 
panies have actually “spudded in,” in

Calgary Alberta, Associated Oils, Mow- 
bray-Berkeley, McKenzie-Faber (two 
wells in the Lundbreck district); Ira 
Segur, one well in the Sweetgrass fleld; 
Phillips Elliott, one well in the Steve- 
ville field, and Monarch, one well in the 
district west of Olds, Alberta. 

“While we were at the United Oils 
well,” said Mr. Drumm today, “I tested 
the millings and discovered a splendid 
showing of petroleum, I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that oil will be se- 
cured in this well, but only the drill 
will tell the quantity in which it will 
be found. The drillers are now right 
at the bottom bands of the Dakota 
sands and they expect to break into the 
Kootenay any day now, ‘The well is 
2,530 feet deep 

Well No. 2 has been sunk 290 feet. 
At a depth of 240 feet a nice showing 
of gas was encountered.” 

Mr. Drumm stated that the McDou- 
gall-Segur well was down over 38,000 
feet and good progress was being made 
at the majority of the other wells. 


BRITISH SUBMARINE 
SINKS HELA WITHOUT 
BEING SEEN BY ENEMY 


London, Sept 17.—The MHarwleh 
correspondent of the Dally Telegraph 
sends this story of how ‘the German 
cruiser Hela was destroyed, as told by 
one of the crew of the submarine: 

“In the early hours of Sunday morn- 
ing two or three British submarines 
were stalking the Hela about six miles 
off the German coast. The wind was 
freshening and the sea was beginning 
to get rougher. The E-9 carhe to the 
surface at half past six o'clock and 
sighted the enemy, which was seen to 
be within range. 

“With all possihie speed the E-9 
dived and a suitable depth launched 
two torpedos at intervals of fifteen 
seconds. Whether both struck is not 
definitely known, but one of them cer- 
tainly was effective, as the explosion 
followed. 

“E-9 remained below about a quar- 
ter of an hour, and then came to the 
surface briefly for a survey, which 
showed the Hela listing badly. There 
were other German ships In the vicin-

Tvo kinds of mines protect the har- 
bors of the belligerents, Contact mines 
nre huge steel balls which explode 
when a ship strikes them, These may 
he anchored, but often they are not. 
They are dangerous to friend as well 
as foe and are replaced, when possible, 
by observation mines fired by electri- 
city from a watch tower. 

Such towers, and there are dozens 
of them scattered all over the British, 
German and French coasts, are circu- 
lar wells 20 feet in diameter and gar- 
risoned by a dozen men. Un the wall 
hangs a huge switchboard for firing 
the mines. -Next to it are telephones 
to searchlights and covering  ferts, 
The telescope fixed by an iron frame 
to a heavy concrete base is the range 
finder. The most conspicuous object 
in the room is the large drawing board. 
This is covered with a map of the har- 
bor, or coast line drawn to a large 
ecale, dotted here and there by big 
circles of red and blue, marking the 
positon of contact and observation 
mires, 

A rocket warns that a stealthy at- 
tack has been discovered. Search- 
lights carve ares of blazing blue in the 
night sky. You feel, as much as hear, 
the rumble of big guns. Suddenly a 
light stops and points like a setter dog 
at a tiny ship seintillating: in its Bilis 
tening beams, 

“Three funnel battleship off the 
point, sir,” reports the man at the 
range finder, 

“Track it," is the grim reply. 

The rangefinder glues his eye to the 
instrument. In it are two crossed 
hairs. He keeps the horizontal one on 
the ship's water line, the vertical one 
on the center funnel.

London, Sept. 1. 50 a.m.) — The 
correspondént of the Times at Paris 
sends this story of the fighting oni the 
river Aisne:

At one place, it is said, the 
Germans erected a barrier six feet high 
of corpses, behind which to resist the 
I'rench. This barrier was carried after 
a terrific struggle by the French Tur- 
cos, leaving 7,500 dead on the batle- 
field.”

FRENCH SENATOR TELLS

tailed report of his observations, a 
copy of which has been given to the 
American ambassador, for transmission 
to the government at Washington.
